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Plight of French Jews 
- Not So Black, J.T.A. 
News Story Declares

ICHY, France—In unoccupied 


France, although the Petain gov- 
ernment is veering steadily toward 
totalitarianism, the situation of 
Jews in France is not as black as 
some reports have painted it. 
Competent Jewish observers 
point out that the decree calling 
for revision of naturalizations 
granted since Aug. 10, 1927, wili 
have little effect on the Jews, as 
the bulk of foreign Jews who ac- 
quired French citizenship consists 
either of veterans of the Great 
War and their families Jews 
who served in the armed forces in 
the present conflict. The govern- 
ment announced citizenship of per- 
sons who served in the army in 
either war will be confirmed. 
Those who served in these wars 
and their children similarly are ex- 
empted under the decree prohibit- 
ing the employment of foreigners 
and naturalized French citizens in 
state or municipal services. 
Writing in Le Petit Journal, or 
gan of his French Conservative 
party, Col. Francois de la Rocque 
asserts that the German concep- 
tion of a nation on a racial basis 
is “incompatible” with the French 
ideal. “The German doctrine sub-

ilization.” 

On the other hand, a columnist 
in the evening newspaper, Paris- 
Soir, urges “a total and daring so- 
lution of the Jewish problem” in 
France as essential to the coun- 
try’s recovery. 

Louis Louis-Dreyfus, prominent 
French banker, has personally de- 
nied reports that.he had ft 
French soil since the start of the 
war. It had been reported by the 
German wireless that Louis-Drey- 
fus was on a list of Frenchmen 
whose citizenship would be cancel- 
ed and property confiscated on 
charges of leaving France during 
the German offensive.

Confab Hears Plan 
To Expose Backers 
Of Bias Spreaders

WASHINGTON—Action to ex- 
pose backers of un-American pam- 
phlets and periodicals is being con- 
templated by the Department of 
Justice, it was learned following 
the Federal-State Conference on 
Law Enforcement problems of Na- 
tional Defense, held at the Justice 
Department. 


The conference passed a resolu- 
tion stating “the publication and 
dissemination of all papers, pam- 
phlets, leaflets and other printed 
matter having for its purpose the 
undermining of American princi- 
ples of government is hereby con- 
demned.” While the resolution does 
not mention anti-Semitic litera- 
ture, Communist or Nazi papers 
by name, these were discussed at 
the executive session dealing with 
espionage, propaganda and inter- 
ference with civil liberties at which 
the resolution was framed. 


The conferees, the Justice De- 
partment announced, recommended 
“that a thorough study of this 
problem be made by both the fed- 
eral and state governments, coop- 
erating with the legitimate press 
to the end that appropriate legis- 
islation may be enacted requirinz 
those responsible for such prac- 
tices to register and disclose the 
governments or persons in whose 
behalf or for whom they age act- 
ing as well as the source of the 
financial aid received for such pur- 
poses.”

No Funds To Germany 
Says J.D.C. Statement

NEW YORK.—Emergency as- 


sistance is being extended to large 
sections of 2,900,000 Jews in Nazi- 
held areas without benefiting the 
German economy, it was announc- 
ed by the United Jewish Appeal. 

Through a financial clearance ar- 
rangement, no American dollars 
have ever been sent into German 
territory by the Joint Distribution 
Committe, a participant in the 
U.J.A. Funds are made available 
in marks or zlotys to relief com- 
mittees for the J.D.C. program in 
Germany and Poland, by Jews emi- 
grating to other parts of the world. 
In turn, the J.D.C. pays transpor- 
tation fees fon these refugees to 
steamship companies outside of 
Germany.

Researchers at Hadassah Hospital Seek Solution 
To Dreaded Maladies

HOUSANDS of eggs have been 

mobilized for the war by scient- 
ists of the Hebrew University at 
Jerusalem. 

Ranked in trim platoons in a 
shining incubator in the new Roth- 
schild-Hadassah-University Health 
Center on Mount Scopus, just 
north of the Holy City, they are 
being used to fight one of the 
great wartime plagues which it is 
feared the present conflict may 
unleash in Eastern Europe and the 
Levant, as did the last one. 

A glass “window” about half an 
inch square has been inserted in 
the shell of each egg.

N THE course of my recent travels I met Mr. 

Zilch in a certain city. His name wasn’t in fact 
Zilch and as to the identity of the city in which 
he resides it might be any city in which the meek 
and the lowly do not inherit the earth.

Mr. Zilch made it plain that he didn’t want any 
sympathy from me. He didn’t care in the least 
that he had fallen into obscurity..He rather en- 
joyed the cool shade of obscurity.

Well, he began as a very poor boy though 
honest. By the most honorable means he strug- 
gled onward and upward. There were many years 
during which he owned little more than the house 
in which he lived and insurance policies. He felt 
quite successful to have attained that much... 
“And, in fact, Mr. Segal, that’s about all a man 
should require.”

UT how much honor did Mr. Zilch get in that 

period of his life? Nobody ever came to him 
to say, “Mr. Zilch, we should like to have you as 
chairman of the sandwich committee for the 
Chesed Shel Emes picnic.” Not even that! 

He was a faithful Jew in all things. To all the 
drives he gave more than he could afford. A meek 
man in Israel, he never felt rebellious to see the 
pew owners holding on to the best seats; he was 
content to be allowed to serve God in one of the 
back seats in which the ushers put him. There 
were occasions when he desired to be a more 
active servant in Israel than he was, but he was 
never of the pushing kind. 

So it went with him until the big years. By the 
big years Mr. Zilch meant the 20’s. Long before 
these years he had bought some stock cheap and 
put it away in a rear corner of a dresser drawer 
and almost forgot it. Then, suddenly, amazing 
things began to happen to these sheets of hand- 
some engraved paper. It was like a tree all at 
once growing loads of golden apples, Mr. Zilch 
said. 


He sold the stock for a great profit, then 





bought it back at a lower price, sold it again, and 
so on and so on.... “I needn’t give you all the 
details. We all had that experience.” 

“Yes, Mr. Zilch,” I sighed. 

All over his town it was being reported that 
Zilch had become a millionaire, He wasn’t really 
a millionaire yet. ... “But only to be thought a 
millionaire is almost as good as being one, Mr. 
Segal. All the honors begin to pour in on you 
just as if you really were one.” 

Mr. Zilch suddenly found himself to be a great 
man. That Yom Kippur the ushers in the temple 
led him all the way up in front... . “This way, 
Mr. Zilch.” . .. He could hear whispers as he 
marched down the aisle: “That’s Zilch” 

Now every group wanted him for chairman. 

“You won’t have to do much, Mr, Zilch,” they 
said. “We want you just for your name. Your 
being chairman will be a great boost for the

HERE was that great moment of his life when 

he was the chairman of the dinner for the big 
drive. As he arose all the guests stood up and 
applauded him. Mr. Zilch felt bewildered. Here 
he was the same Zilch whom nobody ever noticed 
several years before—the self-same Zilch, no more 
able than he was then, no more honorable, no 
more Jewish. His lucky break in the market had 
made him the most honored man in the commu- 
nity. Mr. Zilch felt embarrassed as he acknowl- 
edged the tributes of the guests, for he knew in 
his own heart he was the same old Zilch. 

Everybody wondered where Mr. Zilch had been 
all the years before; for he turned out really to 
be a fine leader, an agreeable speaker, an ardent 
personality.

It’s not particularly Jewish na- 
ture, mind you. It’s human nature. I neither 
hope nor care to be rich again; so I’ll stay in my 
back-seat laughing at the scene.” 

Seeing that Mr. Zilch wasn’t needing any con- 
solation, I laughed with him.

Third Haifa Raid 
Failure, British Say

CAIRO—A British military com- 


munique declared that an Italian 
air raid on the Palestinian port of 
Haifa—third in the past month— 
proved ineffective. 

A number of bombs were drop- 
ped, the majority falling harmless- 
ly in the sea or on waste ground, 
the communique said. None fell on 
Haifa itself. There were no mili- 
tary casualties and fewer than ten 
civilian casualties, it was stated. 
Anti-aircraft artillery fired heav- 
ily on the raiders, the communique 
said. 

(An Italian communique issued 
in Rome claimed gasoline storage 
tanks were set afire and port fa- 
cilities damaged in the raid. The 
Italians said all the planes re- 
turned safely.)

tries. 

Already the eastern world is 
turning for help to these institu- 
tions, where the greatest aggre- 
gation of scholars and scientists in 
the Orient, many of them refugees 
from Nazi persecution, are ex- 
ploring new scientific frontiers 
with the finest equipment in that 
part of the world. Palestine Gov- 
ernment departments consult 
them; inquiries have come from as 
far away as Bombay, India, and 
the Turkish Government is pre- 
paring to send a scientist to ob- 
serve new developments in the uni- 
versity’s bacteriological depart- 
ment. =| 

A few doors away from Dr. 
Aschner’s laboratory is another 
where Dr. Leo Olitzki, termed by 
his colleagues one of the world’s 
leading experts on typhoid fever, 
is on the trail of a germ which 
has been killing hundreds of cam- 
els belonging to the Arabs around 
Gaza. Dr. Olitzki has developed 
clues indicating this is a strain of 
a type of paratyphoid which has 
hitherto only been known to attack 
human beings—thus uncovering 
the first clue to transmission of 
the disease between camels and 
men. 

Simultaneously, he is working on 
a synthetic medium for growing 
the bacilli which cause dysentery, 
another dangerous wartime plague, 
Dr. Olitzki’s new medium will en- 
able laboratories to manufacture 
pure vaccines against dysentery, 
in place of those made from ba- 
cilli grown in animal tissues. This 
will eliminate the ‘‘vaccine reac- 
tion” due to poisonous substances 
produced by the animal matter in 
vaccines. The reaction is frequent- 
ly painful and sometimes a dan- 
gerous illness in itself. 

Across the corridor, Dr. Isaiah 
Leibowitz and Dr. Karl Guggen- 
heim have been making remark- 
able discoveries about Vitamin C, 
of which Palestine has a practi- 
cally unlimited supply from its 
oranges. In the test-tube, Dr. Lei- 
bowitz and Dr. Guggenheim have 
found the vitamin that neutralizes 
poisons produced by many disease 
germs, including those of small- 
pox, diphtheria and lockjaw, and

These Jews are also deprived of 
the right to become members of the 
boards of directors of any enter- 
prise, public or private. The provi- 
sion which will perhaps work the 
greatest hardship on the Jewish 
community in general, however, is 
that which bans Jewish merchants 
from all Rumanian villages. In 
general, all such persons are rela- 
tively poor and lack the means of 
readapting themselves to new 
modes of existence that many urban 
professionals possess. 

Certain provisions are reminis- 
cent of the anti-Jewish law in Hun- 
gary—those forbidding Jews to be- 
long to or to lead national sporting 
associations or teams, to deal in 
tobacco, liquor or other monopoly 
products, and to sell newspapers, 
magazines and books printed in 
Rumanian. 

As in Hungary, too, Jews will no 
longer be allowed to become army 
officers. Their military service ob- 
ligations will remain unchanged, 
however, except under certain con- 
ditions, when they may satisfy 
their military obligations by the 
payment of a special tax. 

The new anti-Semitic code per- 
mits first class Jews, however, to 
follow any free profession recog- 
nized by law provided they hold no 
office in any professional organiza- 
tion. It permits third class Jews to 
follow any profession not specifi- 
cally banned by previous decrees. 
Second class Jews—that is, war 
veterans and their descendants and 
all Jews living in Old Rumania who 
were naturalized prior to 1919—are 
deprived of none of their civil 
rights except the right to own rural 
property, use Rumanian names, and 
to follow a military career. 

All rural property owned by the 
Jews of whatever class will be 
liquidated. The government re- 
serves for itself, however, first 
right in the purchase of all Jewish 
property.

WASHINGTON.—The American 
Red Cross will insist that any food 
sent into German-occupied Euro- 
pean territory be distributed under 
direct Red Cross supervision and 
by Americans, it was learned.

the Trues and the Coughlins. Unquestionably the 
conference was indulging in a premature enthusi- 
asm when it made the announcement that action 
will be taken to expose these enemies of democ- 
racy, but even so, the fact that the Justice De- 


partment is turning its attention to the problem 
augurs ill for those who seek their ends by at- 
tempting to divide the citizenry of the nation. 

The Klan was knocked into a fifteen-year de- 
cline when with a vehemence which is frequently 
displayed by an otherwise complacent democracy, 
the nation’s press and public threw the cloak of 
secrecy from the anti-everything organization. A 
similar crusade against the Bunds and the Pelleys 
might result in the same manner in disposing of 
un-American pamphlets by depriving them of 
their financial backers,

And those in the United States who look upon 
the Nazi advances with indifference might take a 
glance at the barometer to see what the Nazis 
mean when. they say they have no intention of 
invading either physically or economically any 
part of the world. oa

Mental Paralysis in Attitude to Europe Will 
Doom Us, The Jewish Advocate Says—-The suc- 
cession of stunning blows which Jews, in common 
with European democracy, have suffered has quite 
numbed our sense of pain. Hitler’s first on- 
slaughts on German Jewry provoked outraged and 
indignant reaction in this country, and intensifi- 
cation of the twentieth century torture methods 
elicited sympathy and sorrow from America in 
like degree. The sudden flare of war, and the 
devastation wrought by the iron machines in 
Poland, left us breathless with horror. The exten- 
sion of the conflict, as country after country fell 
under the dictator’s domination, found us incapa- 
ble of further expressions of pain. Inhumanity, 
cruelty, savagery and horror outpaced our ability 
to express or even experience grief. 

Against this numbing indifference we must 
guard ourselves. A speaker in Boston last year 
told his audience the story of the soldiers in the 
recent Finnish war who, fighting in Arctic 
weather, found a constant temptation to lie down 
and sleep in the peaceful snow. Sleep was their 
greatest enemy, for once they became inactive 
they would freeze to death. The first signs that 
they were approaching the end came when all 
pain ceased. The soldiers would feel a delicious 
sense of warmth steal over them, aches and pains 
disappeared and a soothing numbness crept up 
their bodies. The snowflakes soon covered their 
bodies. 

If we experience such a mental paralysis in our 
attitude to the sorrows of Europe, we are doomed. 
We dare not let ourselves become indifferent to 
pain and grief. It may hurt, constantly to have 
to be conscious of the brutalities suffered by our 
brethren, but better the hurt, better the stab of 
heartache, than the inhuman, cold spirit anesthe- 
tized against appreciation of human misery and 
suffering and want.

Omaha Jewish Press Asks “What Will Coughlin 
Have to Say?”—Starting October 2, the summer- 
silent voice of Royal Oak will again go forth over 
the airwaves to spew his usual hatred, distortion 
of fact, and pure libel. Only a colossal egotism, 
only immeasurable conceit would permit the owner 


of that voice to return to the airwaves after the 
drubbing he has endured at the hands of the pub- 
lic for his obvious and unscrupulous attempts to 
acquire power and make himself an influence in 
present-day America. 

Though he now assumes the air of the perse- 
cuted, Coughlin was certainly given more than a 
fair chance. As long as he maintained some sem- 
blance of intellectual honesty, even though com- 
petent observers tore their hair over his half- 
baked economic theories, he was given the respect 
due a priest, one who supposedly dedicated himself 
to God and what else religion stands for. 

Certainly he has not proved himself worthy of 
that respect, He has appeared as the most out- 
spoken champion of Nazi doctrines and has aligned 
himself with the most disreputable of native 
Fascist elements. He has advocated measures that 
would undermine the principles of the American 
democracy and is an avowed enemy of those prin- 
ciples. His magazine, blasphemously entitled “So- 
cial Justice,” is a backwash of Nazi racial doc- 
trine and sensationalism, plus the ravages of an 
ambitious but mediocre mind. 

By his utter disregard of truth he has sacri- 
ficed the respect due him as a priest and he -has 
brought nothing but discredit to the church of 
which he is an official representative. He has 
done more to undermine the good feeling toward 
Catholicism than perhaps any one person in the 
history of this country. 

Nothing Coughlin can say can be of much im- 
portance. He intends to devote his radio talks, he 
says, to the issues and the men of the present 
campaign. By injecting his personality into the 
coming election, he gives it a filthy complexion it 
has so far avoided. His endorsement of Willkie is 
a soiled rag about the Republican candidate’s neck. 

If Coughlin would evercome his craving ambi- 
tion and consider the good he would do by silence, 
he would certainly make no effort to return to the 
airwaves. He is, fortunately, having some diffi- 
culty in finding outlets since the Radio Code is 
inhospitable to purveyors of hate. But there are 
enough unprincipled small stations to be bought 
and the winter promises more of his unholy mix- 
ture of politics, chicanery and ambition.
